Keep Goats For Milk. 


Editor" Star:—Permit me space to 


call- attention to 
the 
desirability oC 


keeping goats to supply families with 
fresh milk. In my own family a num- 
ber of years while residing in the pine 
regions of the south I had some ex- 
perience. Goat's milk has no strong or 
disagreeable oclor or flavor as many 
think and It cannot be distinguished 
from the richest cow's milk. 
It con- 


tains 10 per cent of solids while cow'* 
milk contains but 12 per cent, and the 
percentage oC butter fat is nearly twice 
that of cow's milk, 


\Vhon the condition of babies and 


young children who arc fed various 
Korts of liquid food because the fami- 
lies cannot afford to pay the price for 
cow's milk is considered we realize 
that they are more easily prey for var- 
ious diseases'. In these homes a most 
wholesome and desirable food can be 
found and at a small cost in goat'? 
milk. 


As with other animals goats recmire 


pood food to produce best results, but 
they need no special technical care. 
Any person possessing a small back 
yard with a shelter which should be 
dry may keep one or more goats witb 
profit and satisfaction, with ordinary 
care. 
A .small amount of grain is 


recommended, although it is not OMten- 
ial if fresh grass is to be had. 
Vege- 


table parings, cablwgo leaves, apple 
parings arc eaten readily and should 
form a part of the daily rations when 
hay is fed. 
In warm weather they 


may be tied out on vacant lots or 
oven on lawns, always in such a man- 
ner, however, that they cannot reach 
shrubbery. 


If some person of means would take j 


this matter up and bring in a few! 
goats of tile Toggcnburg or other im-! 
proved breed they would overcome the 
erroneous prejudice against tho milk 
and also demonstrate the practicabilitv 
of keeping them in cities so that tbe 
slight cost and little labor required to 
keep them would become known. 
Tbe 


goat has the strong advantage that it 
rarely saffers from tuberculosis. 
Our 


dairymen might protest, but tbe man 
\vbo milks a £oat Is as much of a 
d a i r y m a n as one who milks cows.

THIRD ARTICLE 


Application of Tires 


Careful application of tires is quite I 


na necessary to good service as tho 
selection of correct size for load, or 
rims of right design and regular in 
measurement. 


Before applying tires, remove rust 


nnd all other foreign matter from rims. 
The danger of pinching iuner tubes can 
he reduced to a minimum by dusting 
Eoapstone or powdered mica on tlio rima 
so tliat tho tiro beads will slip easily 
into the correct position. 


Inflate inner tubes just enough to 


round them out before placing them in- 
side of the cases. Do not nao tubes of 
the wrong size. Bo sure that tho valves 
are equipped with speaders adapted to 
the particular typo of cases used, for 
instance, Clincher, Quick Detachable 
Clincher, or Straight Side. Valves in 
Firestone tubes arc equipped with uni- 
versal spreader and therefore suitable 
for use in all throe types. Dust the in- 
eide of the case and tho inner tubo 
•With powdered mica or talc. This will 
reduce friction and prevent adhesion 
of tubo to case after being heated in 
(service. 


\Vhen the tires have been removed 


for any reason, it is a good plan, when 
reapplying, to reverse- them, that is, to 


• place the worn sides of tho tires to- 
ward the car. It is not generally Icnown, 
though it is a fact, that almost all the 
sido wear to a tire occurs on the Bido 
from the car. I This is clue to road con- 
struction, r.ut wear, curb scraping, etc. 


The life of a tire may be prolonged 


to such an extent that a great deal moro 
mileage may to secured by turning tho 
tires about occasionally to secure even 
wear upon both sides. 


The use of Straight Side cases on 


Clincher rims is discouraged. If best 
results are to expected, from Straight 
Side tires they should be used only on 
Straight Side rims which are slightly 
wider at the base and permit of tho 
necessary spread between beads. 
If, 


for somo special reason, it 5s desired to 
use Straight 
FT^)' tires on Clincher 


rims, the rims^Jv^'l always to equip- 
ped with filler u^ads. 


Some tiro users do not realize the im- 


portance of using flaps, and others, duo 
to indifference, or carelessness, placo 
the tubes above the flaps. 


Users of Quick Detachable 
Uima 


having reversible rings should bo very 
caroful that rings on both sides nro 
suitable to aceommrnodato tho tvpo of 
tire applied, i. c., when using Cliucher 
tires, both rings phould to ia position 
properly to 
engage bends 
ami if 


Straight Side tirca aro to bo used, both 
rings should ho in position to fit the 
straight beads or straight aides of this 
type. 


Tire Flaps and Th'elr Importance. 
It ie not customary to use flaps with 


Clincher tires of small size, not because 
it is unnecessary, but because of the 
difficulty in using a, flap and stretching 
the tiro on tlio rim so that it will fit 
properly. The beads of this typo of 
tiro are atrctchablo and nro made ap- 
proximately 1 inch less in diameter 
than rim, the object being to cause tho 
tire to lit snugly to rim after applied. 


Several years ago it waa a practice 


to use rim. strips, a strip of fabric 
stretched tightly on rim. These strips 
caused tho beacis to fit very snugly to 
clinches of rim and protected tho tube 
from rust tinrl other damage. Rapa 
should bo tiscd, however, in clincher 
tires in sizes above 4 inches, xinlcsa 
clips or spreaders nre used to liolil the 
beads tightly in clinches of rim qo tliat 
inner tubes will not bo pinched or 
damaged. The beads of Quick 73ctach- 
ablo 
Clincher cases and 
cables of 


Straight Side cases aro non-strctchablo 
aud are, therefore, mado to tlie ap- 
proximate diameter of 
rim. 
Flaps 


should bo used in all sizes of Quick 
Detachable Clincher and Straight Side 
cases, otherwise mneli difficulty will be 
experienced with the inner tubes. 


TJro Fillers Poor Substitute for Air. 


Punctures used to mean, a lot of 


trouble, for tire users, but tho refine- 
ments in rims now make quick changes 
possible and this bugaboo no Ijnger 
worries Hie average driver. 


So called "fillers" intended, to' 


climinato tho i-convcnienco of punc- 
tures, will not fit tho samo in tires of 
various makes, owing to tlio difference' 
iu tlio design, contour aud size of tires- 
Somo filler manufacturers recommend. 
that, after being in service for a short 
time, more filler be added to tako care 
of tlio stretching and other changes ia 
lirca. 


Resiliency being .a prime requirement 


of pneumatic tirea, it is hard to con- 
ceive of an improvement on air for 
cushion and elasticity. If fillers be too 
soft, tlio hinging action, of tiros will ba 
localized and not permit of strain dis- 
tribution to suit construction. No ad- 
vantage over solid tires can bo claimed, 
for fillers unless tho fillers are resilient. 
To secure tho desired flexibility, fillers 
are invariably mada 'of pliable mater- 
ials—and being oC this nature they Will 
flatten under weight. 


Objectionable developments are cir'-1 


curaforontial friction from lack of uni- 
form filling out of case and from diBJ 
placement at roau contjief:. —eight and 
eUcct of centrifugal force, heat and 
separation. 
Rims aro caused to sag 


and become out of round, also tho 
clinches may bo spread and twisted as 
a result of weight, and pounding action, 
rim cutting abovo beads of caso, pinched 
tubes, and other annoyances can fre- 
quently bo traced to theso irregular" 
itics. 


Kc&uit of TJro Fillers. 


Tiro manufacturers waive tho guarj 


antco and responsibility for tires when, 
u. substitute for air is used. Car manu- 
facturers discourage excess weight to 
wlinols, specially on tho driving wheels

In one of the largo cities 
where recently over 100 cases have 
occurred, the chamber of commerce, 
realizing the threat to the business In- 
terests oC the city has inaugurated an 
active campaign in co-operation with 
the. local department of health In be- 
hnlf oC general vaccination.

are of a mild type, some are very 
severe and many are

With the use of vaccine virus 
approved by tho State Department oC 
Health, and on the part of.' the physi- 
cian strict adherence to the recom- 
mendations a« to methods of vaccina- 
tion published by the State Depart- 
ment of Health, no ill effects arc to be 
expected other than an occasional in- 
disposition, some fever and "sore arm." 


Tho importance of tho appearance 


of smallpox at this time Is greatly in- 
creased by the military situation and 
the vital necessity oC tho protection 
of our camps from the introduction of 
contagious disease" from the civil popu- 
lation.
